Dr. William Clirie Borden, dean of 
George Washington University Medi- 
cal School and head of the University's 
hospital, h^s received word 'from the 
American College of Surgeons, which 
has just made a survey of 692 hoapi- 
tals in the United States and Canada, 
that the University hospital is one of 
the 377 institutions yrhicn received the 
stamp of approval". Nearly half of the 
hospitals investigated were denied ap- 
proval because of lax methods and 
failure to safeguard properly the inter- 
ests of patients. / l 

Extensive Survey. 

The ‘survey, the most ^xieusivo 
made in/ the country, rfhcltided every 
general hospital in ? thp United States 
arid Canada having'more than 100 beds. 
The listVof, approved hospitals is based 
upon the fundamental fitness of the in 
stitutions- to. give proper cjfre to 
patients. j 

“In these approved hospitals.'' says 
John G. Bowman, director oi tlui Col- 
lege, in a formal report on t lip suviey, 
“the doctors have created for them- 
selves a clear-cut policy which requites 
flrsti adequate sjtudy ajul treatment of 
each case and a written recoVd of wha t 
«ls done for the pat rent j/rsecorid, proper 
laboratory facilities to aid in the study 
and treatment of patents; and. third, 
regular review of the ;>rote*Hiohal work 
; done in the hbSpitdVhoth to encourage 
the best service and to prevent errors. 

Aims of Hospitals. 

"Hospital standardization aims \o j 
safeguard the patient against^error in 
diagnosis, against lax or lazy medical 
treatment, against nnnpcessary sur- 
gical operations or operations by un- 
skilled surgeons. It afms to bring to 
every patient, howt^-er humble, the 
highest service known -j the prp\ 
fession." , 

The journal "Moderrt hospital," com- 
menting. upon the hospital survey, 
says: “The hospital^ tlfat have been 
approved are to be con^rattilated upon 
their enterprise and their conscientious 
effort in 'meeting^ the standards of the. 
college. The appearance of
